' YOUR Lordship is aware that for some time past the question has been under 
consideration as to the possibility of inducing tine International Quarantine Board to 
allow ships from infected ports to pass through the Sue^t Canal in quarantine under 
all circumstances. 1 myself was in favour of bringing forward and supporting the 
proposal that this should be allowed, even when eases of cholera had occurred on 
board during the voyage. Mr. MKrillfe the President of the Board* was, however* 
opposed to submitting this proposal to the Board* being oi opinion that the number 
of ships which would profit by the change was so smalt that il was scarcely worth 

while raising a discussion on this issue. .... 

From the correspondence, of which 1 have the honour herewith to inclose copies, 
your Lordship will see that another proposal in Favour «f the passage of ships in 
quarantine lias been made by the representatives o! all the chief Shipping and 
Navigation Companies at Sue*. This proposal is to the effect that ships winch have 
to undergo twenty-four hours 1 observation should be allowed to count .is quaran-. 
tine the time employed in passing through the Canal, the presence of two oliicers of 
the Quarantine Board being considered sufficient guarantee tbr the effectual obser¬ 
vation of the quarantine. Mr, MuSviUe, with whom I have had some conversation on 
the subject,, is strongly in favour oT supporting tins, rather than the larger original 
proposal, and thinks that there would be more likelihood of inducing the Board to 
accept this oii0, which has been proposed by the shipping agents themselves of 
various nationalities. He begged me at the same time to speak on the subject to 
the Consul-General or the Great Powers with a view to ascertaining their opinions 
and* if possible* of gaining their support to the proposition*

I have accordingly had some conversation on the subject with some of 
Representatives of the leading: Powers; and have the honour to repoit that 
M. de Martino, the Italian Consul-General, is in favour of this proposal, and assures 
me of his willingness to support it. The French Consul-General is* I understand* 
not averse to the measure* but I have not spoken to him about sb&njl Gomil d Arc , 
the Representative of Germany* is inclined to support it, though \ may point out 
that on the Quarantine Board the German Debate is usually to some extent 
guided by the opinions ofhis Austrian colleague. M + Gsiller, the Austrian Consul- 
Groml/came to see me on the subject, and said that h.s Agent on the Board, 
Dr. KJodzianowskb had reported against the proposal* but that lie himself was not 
personally opposed to its acceptance, more especially as he observed d, had been 
signed by Lhe agent of the Austrian Lloyd Compauy ; * . T 

Dr. Kkukianowski, however* is a leading spirit in the Quarantine Board* and ! 
am aware that he has considerable persona! influence at \ lenna independently of the 
Austrian GamuU General at Cairo, M. Gslllcr himself suggested that some good 
mi-ht Im done if Her Majesty's Ambassador at Vienna were instructed to speak on 
the subject to the Minister for Foreign Affairs and to urge the acceptance of the 
proposal; ami 1 venture to request that this course should be adopted. At the 
same time 1 would ask that no unnecessary delay should be allowed to occur, as the 
subject will probably be brought before a meeting of the Quarantine Board at the 

beginnmg^Apii^ E Dck ^ ate on the Quarantine Board, will no doubt 

shortly forward to your Lordship an official Report in favour of the proposal; hut I 
have ventured to trouble your Lordship with the foregoing remarks before 
receiving his Report, in view of the urgency of the case and or the destrabiJity o! 
gaining without delay the adhesion or the Representatives oi the different Powers

The Imperial and Royal Government would, however, have no objection l<> 
examine more closely into this question, and in so doing it would be animated by 
the wish to make all possible concessions to the wishes of the British Government^ 
on the express condition that on the part of Her Majesty’s Government the question 
of international sanitary reform In Egypt in all its branches, of which the question 
at issue forms an integral part, shall simultaneously be brought under discussion as 
a whole, and its solution effected in a corresponding manner.

Jt has been the practice at all times, says Dr* Bunsenstein, that when the 
Health Officer of Suez telegraphed to the President of the Board of Health the 
arrival there of a vessel from India, and save, at the same time, au account of the 
state of health on board the ship, this information was immediately communicated 
by the President to all the members of the Board of Health, and this in order that 
they might concert and decide as to the quarantine measures applicable to that 
vessel. 

Of late, however, Mr. MiGville had taken it upon himself to prescribe the 
measures he considered necessary, without referring the matter to the other 
members of the Board. 

Thus, for instance, continues Dr + Rimgcnstein, during the whole period that 
cholera prevailed In Calcutta, and that arrivals from that place were liable to a 
quarantine, Mr. MiGville allowed some vessels coming from Calcutta to go through 
the Suez Canal, others he sent to Tor to perform a quarantine of seven days, others 
he kepi at Moses 1 Wells in observation for twentydbur hours. The members of the 
Board of Health having remonstrated against this practice, Mr. MiGviHe promised 
that he would not resort to it again. 

This incident appears to have made an impression on the minds of the Constan¬ 
tinople Board of Health, notwithstanding that it gave rise to no discussion at the 
time, but only elicited a remark from Dr. Mah£, the French Delegate, who declared 
it was impossible to maintain quarantine on a vessel whilst passing through the 
Suez Canal, and that it would be better not to attempt it. 1 beg to observe, how¬ 
ever, that Pr« Mnhfi has not always expressed himself in this sense* 

Ae the passage of vessels liable to quarantine through the Suez Canal is a 
question that is continually recurring, and seems, moreover, to be a sore subject with 
the Sanitary Representatives of some oT the Mediterranean States, I take the liberty 
of offering a suggestion, based on the knowledge I have acquired oi Eastern 
sanitary matters during an attentive study for the last twenty-five years. 

The only vessels, as vvel! as I can recollect, that have exhibited cases of cholera 
as far as Suez have been vessels laden with pilgrims from the Hedjaa and troop-ships 
with invalids from India and from Cochin China; consequently no apprehension 
need be entertained with regard to vessels passing through the Suez Canal, 
provided that they are not pilgrim- nor troop-ships. 

I would therefore respectfully suggest that Rules, similar to those which are 
applied to the passage of the Bosphorus and Dardanelles (“ JWglcment applicable 
anx navires passant par lex DGtroits dcs Dardanelles At du Boaphore dc 1871 ,f ) 
might be applied also to the passage of the Suez Cano). 

These Hides permit vessels coming from cholera-stricken ports, and bound to 
Foreign ports, to go through the Straits in quarantine, provided that they have had 
no cases of cholera on board during the voyage or on arrival at the Straits. 
Vessels, however, that have had cholera are not allowed the transit until they have 
performed this quarantine at an appointed lazaret station. 

There is no instance on record of a vessel having had, or caused anywhere, an 
outbreak of cholera after having pasted through the Straits of the Bosphorus and 
Dardanelles, and this not wit ha tending several instances in which vessels have been 
smitten with severe outbreaks of cholera previous to, or immediately after, their 
arrival at the Straits, but where they have had to perform the quarantine prescribed 
by the Ottoman Sanitary Regulations. 

Vessels free from cholera might, therefore, be allowed to go through the Suez 
Canal either in quarantine or in free pratique ; but vessels that have Bad an out¬ 
break of cholera on board previous to quitting the port of their departure, during 
their voyage, or cm their arrival at Suez, would have to be put into quarantine 
in accordance with the Egyptian Regulations,

From a conversation I have had with Mr. MiGville I gather that there will be 
no difficulty in meeting the German views save on one point. 

The German Government, if 1 understand rightly, does not possess thorough 
confidence in the medical officers now employed at Su w and Port Said. They want 
others to be appointed* Mr, Mtevllle, on the other hand, thinks that the present 

Staff is competent and sufficiently numerous. 

Also ho thinks that there might be aome risk in appointing new men. 

On the whole, 1 think the best plan will he not to press for an immediate

I HAVE the honour to transmit herewith to your Lordship a copy of a note 
which I have received from the French Minister for Foreign Affairs in reply to the 
note in which, in obedience to your Lordship’s instructions. Lord Lyons asked the 
French Government to signify their approval of the proposal that vessels which 
have to undergo twenty-four hours' observation should be allowed to count as a 
period of quarantine the time employed hi passing through the Suez Canal. 

M. Flourens states that the Council of Public Health, to whom the question 
was referred, while demurring to this, proposal, would be disposed to abandon the 
observation of twenty-four hours altogether, in consideration of certain equivalent 
guarantees, namely, the presence on board of a doctor, who should be independent 
of the Navigation Companies, and named by the Government of the country to which 
the vessel belongs, and the establishment of a disinfecting room. 

M. Flourens adds that ho is informed by the Minister of Commerce that if Her 
Majesty's Government would assist in getting these measures put into practice, the 
French Sanitary Administration would be disposed to remove some of the obstacles 
to navigation now existing, ami to support, especially in regard to the conditions of 
transit in the Suez Canal, the modifications which It might be proposed to introduce 
in the Egyptian Regulations.

I AM directed by the Marquis of Salisbury to transmit to you, to be laid before 
the Board of Trade, the accompanying copy of a despatch from Her Majesty's 
Agent and Consul-General in Egypt,* in regard to a proposal that chips which, under 
existing Regulations, have to undergo twenty *four hours' observation on arriving 
at the mouth of the Sues! Canal, should be allowed to count as *■ observation■'* the 
time employed in passing through the Canal. This proposal has been recommended 
to the favourable consideration of the Powers interested, and, amongst others, to 
France. I am now to inclose a despatch giving the answer received from the 
French Govern me nt,t who suggest that ships to secure this privilege s heu Id carry a 
doctor appointed by the State to which the ship belongs, and independent of the 
owner of the ship, and should further set up a disinfecting room. 

It appears to Lord Salisbury that the words , a independent of the ship’s owner," 
to have real significance must mean * f not paid by the owner," and, therefore, paid 
by the State. It would be impracticable for Her Majesty's Government to appoint 
and pay ships' surgeons; but it might be possible to devise a scheme whereby ships 
wishing to obtain the privilege in question might carry a surgeon holding u 
certificate issued by the Board of Trade, and thus in some sort deri ving their appoint* 
mont from Her Majesty’s Government; this certificate would be revocable at 
pleasure, and would be revoked on its being ehown that the surgeon holding it had 
failed in his duty in any matter appertaining to the business of the Quarantine 
Board, such, for instance, as failing to make known the true state of health of those 
on board. Such a scheme might give in practice the security sought by the French 
proposal, and l am therefore to request you to ask the Board of Trade for any 
suggestions they may have to offer on the subject in case the proposal made in the 
French note should come up fur discussion,

I AM directed by the Board of Trade to acquaint you that a proposal has been 
made by the representatives of the chief Shipping and Navigation Companies at 
Suez to the effect that ships which have to undergo twenty-four hours 1 observation 
should lie allowed to count as quarantine the time employed in parsing through the 
Canal; and it has been suggested by one of the European Powers represented on the 
Quarantine Board that ships, in order to secure tins privilege, should cany a doctor 
appointed by the State to which the ship belongs, and independent of the owner of 
the ship, and that a disinfecting room should be fitted up on board. 

It is understood that, if Her Majesty's Govern meat will assist in getting these 
measures put into practice, the French Sanitary Administration would be di&jHJscd 
to remove some of the obstacles to navigation now existing, and to support, 
I especially in regard to the conditions of transit in the Suez Cana], the modifications 
which it might be proposed to introduce into the Egyptian Regulations. 

In considering this matter, it has been pointed out that the words , u independent 
of the owner of the ship; 1 to have real significance must mean "not paid by the 
owner," and, therefore, paid by the State. It would be impracticable for Her 
Majesty's Government to appoint and pay ships 1 surgeons; but as a modification of 
the above proposal, it has been suggested that a scheme might be devised whereby 
ships wishing to obtain the privilege in question should carry a surgeon holding a 
certificate issued by the Board of Trade, and thus in some sort deriving his appoint¬ 
ment from Her Majesty’s Govern meat, such certificate being revocable at pleasure, 
and to be revoked upon its being shown that the surgeon holding it had failed in 
hia duty in any matter appertaining to the Quarantine Board, *-g- t iti neglecting to 
moke known the true state of the health of those on board.

T BEG to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 3rd instant, on the 
■subject of ei proposal which htm been made to the Board of Trade to the effect that 
ships which nave to undergo twenty-four hours 3 observation should be allowed to 
count as quarantine the time employed in passing through the Canal j and that 
ships, in order to secure this privilege, should carry a doctor appointed by the State 
to which the ship belongs, and independent of the owner of the ship; and algo that 
a disinfecting room should be fitted up on hoard. 

In reply* ! am desired by the Directors to state that, as the British mails arc in 
future to he carried through the Suez Canal, every remo val of restriction which will 
prevent risk of delay in connect ion with the service ought assuredly to be promoted 
by Her Majesty's Government. 

So far as the mail-steamers are concerned, ns they nil carry surgeons whose 
appointments have to be confirmed by the Poy tmistor-General, it would up pear 
that thin condition would bring those officers within the category of Government 
officers, aii implied by the proposed conditions of the sanitary authorities In Egypt, 
and would render the intervention of the Board of Trade in the case of mail-steamers 
unnecessary. At the same time, the Directors would see no objection to their 
surgeons being also approved by the Board of Trade, if the measure adopted in this 
respect by the Postmaster-General is not considered sufficient. 

The Directors would venture, at the same time, to point out that it would be 
well for Her Majesty's Government to give no countenance to the idea of mail- 
steamers being delayed under observation when they are ready to puss through the 
Canal in quarantine and without touching Egypt* when such vessels have not 
suffered during the voyage from any contagious disease, Any departure from this 
principle may lead to serious delays in connection with the mail service, It would, 
therefore, be well to safeguard any general acquiescence in the proposal to count 
the transit through the Canal as part or the period of observation, by asserting that 
steamers having mails on board shall lie allowed to pass through the Canal direct 
in quarantine* assuming that they do not communicate with Egyptian territory,

I AM directed by the Board of Trade to acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
of the 17th instant, transmitting a draft of a despatch which it is proposed to 
address to Her Majesty's Minister at Paris, expressing ossent to the suggestion of 
the French Government with regard to quarantine in the Suck-C anal, and requesting 
that the Marquis of Salisbury may be informed whether the Board concur in the 
proposed despatch. 

In reply, l am to state, for the information of the Marquis of Salisbury, that 
the Board of Trade do not object to the principle of the French proposal, viz., that 
ships which, under existing Regulations, have to undergo twenty-four hours' 
observation on arriving at the mouth or the Suez Canal should carry a doctor 
appointed by the State to which the ship belongs, and should further set up a 
disinfecting room* in order to secure the privilege of counting as “observation " the 
time employed in passing through the Canal. At the Manic time, 1 have to stale 
that the proposal presents a very serious difficulty, as far as British ships are 
concerned, inasmuch aa the Board of Trade are not aware of any Department of the 
State which has the power to appoint medical officers For the purpose indicated, or 
has any funds out of which medical men, if appointed by the Government, and 
independently of ship-owners, could be paid. 

I a tn also to state that the Board would have been content to agree to the 
proposal of the chief Shipping and Navigation Companies of Suez,, which is stated 
in Sir E, Baring's despatch of the 7th March, The presence of two officers of the 
Quarantine Board on board would appear to the Board to be sufficient guarantee 
for the effectual observation uF tine quarantine. 

But to this the French Government object, and it remains to be seen whether, 
without literally adopting their proposal* the principle of it can be satisfied with the 
means at the disposal of the British Government. As will bo seen from the letter 
from the Peninsular and Oriental Steam Navigation Company forwarded to the 
Foreign Office in the letter from this Department of the 8th instant, all mail- 
steamers carry surgeons, whose appointments arc confirmed by a Department of tins 
State—the Post Office—and arc therefore liable to bo revoked for misconduct 1 
am also to point out that the appointments of medical officers on board emigrant- 
ships are subject to the approval of the Emigration Officer under the Board of 
Trade. Should it, however, be considered more satisfactory that the medical officers 
appointed and paid by the ship-owners should Ij© furtuahea with a special certificate 
instead of a general one, the Board of Trade would lie prepared to make the 
necessary arrangement Tor that purpose. 

The Board would suggest, that these facts should be brought to the notice of 
the French Government, with a view to ascertain whether such medical officers 
would, in their opinion, come, sufficiently for the purpose proposed, within thft 
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category of doctors appointed by the State, and independent of the owners of the 
ship.

1 HAVE the honour to report that an ordinary monthly meeting of the 
.Maritime and Quarantine Sanitary Board was held on Tuesday, the filh instant. 

After the minutes of the previous meeting had been read and adopted, a letter 
From the Austrian Delegate to the President was communicated, stating that the 
Austrian authorities hail received information that a severe epidemic of cholera was 
prevailing at Madras, Cnndahar, and other places in the north-west of India, and 
desiring the President to request the British Delegate to obtain precise information 
by telegraph. A letter in reply from the President was read, stating that the 
substance or the above correspondence had been communicated to the British 
Delegate, who, in reply, had stated ihnh ae Madras was actually in quarantine, he 
saw no reason, in the interest or public health, for obtaining further information 
than that supplied regularly to the Board by the weekly bulletins from India, I 
may here observe that this is an entirely new departure of the Austrian authorities 
to communicate to the Board their own private information with regard to cholera 
in India, and to make such a vexatious proposition m to obtain in Formation by 
telegraph, seeing that the place of most importance implicated, viz*, the sea-port 
Madras, was already in quarantine with Egypt, I am inclined to doubt whether 
the Austrian authorities ever instructed their Delegate to bring forward the subject 
at all, m t ii so, it could have only been with one object—to prove vexatious to 
England. 1 am rather of opinion that the Delegate used the name of the authorities 
in order to try to cause trouble to the President and British Delegate, as is his 
invariable custom. The rest of the meeting was occupied in electing Consular 
Delegates to serve on the Committees of Finance and Discipline For the ensuing 
year. Dr. MaeLie, who had served on the Committee of Finance for three consecu¬ 
tive years, expressed a desire to retire in favour of some Delegate who had not yet

Notwithstanding these favourable conditions, the majority of the European 
Delegates voted against the vessel being allowed to transit the Canal. You will 
observe, however* that the Austrian and German Delegates have* on this occasion* 
voted for allowing the vessel to transit at once in quarantine—a line of procedure 
very different from that usually ad oped by these two Delegates, 

The observation of Dr. Catalan, Sanitary Physician of France, has reference to 
the increasing cholera mortality in Calcutta, If the mortality continues increasing 
us it has done ol late according to the Returns received, I have no doubt quarantine 
will be imposed*

I HAVE the honour to report that a meeting of the Mari Lime and Quarantine 
Sanitary Board was held on Tuesday, the let instant. 

The first question uu the order of the day was a communication from the 
Delegate of Holland, requesting that the steamers of the <f Rotterdamsdle Lloyd " 
should be recognized as mail-steamers, and should be accorded the same privileges 
as other mail-steamers, viz,, exemption from sanitary dues, &e. 

A little discussion ensued as to whether this was a regular mail line or simply 
steamers availed of to carry mails. 

The President said that, although the official mall contract had not been sent 
to the Board, he had been assured officially that it is a regular mail line under 
contract with the Dutch Government. 

On this assurance the Hoard agreed to grant it the privileges enjoyed by mail* 
steamers. 

The other questions on the order of the day were of an administrative nature. 

The President proposed that the steam-launch lately supplied to the Sanitary 
Agent at Alexandria, to facilitate the boarding of vessels, should be sold. Hl& 
reasons for proposing this were the great expense of keeping it up, and the little 
real use for it now that with the great improvements in Imrbour accommodation 
most of the vessels go alongside quays instead of having to be boarded in an almost 
open roadstead, as formerly. 

The Delegates were all of opinion that, no useless expense ought to be incurred 
at present until the effect of the abolition of the disinfection dues is seen. 

it was decided to expose the launch for sale, and substitute a good row-boat, 
which will be amply sufficient for the work. The Board also accepted ?i proposal to 
transfer the present Sanitary Office of fil-Arisch to IsmaTlia as soon as a suitable 
place is supplied for it.

I X reply to your communication of tbo 1.3th instant regarding the British steamer 
" Humber," which arrived at Suez from Bombay on the 22nd January last, and per¬ 
formed twenty-four hours' quarantine of observation before transiting the Canal in 
free pratique, I have the honour to forward, for your information, the following 
particulars after due inquiry into, the subject. 

At the time that the “ Humber ^ arrived at Suck, quarantine was being imposed at 
Egyptian ports on all arrivals from Bombay on account of n large obolem mortality at 
the latter port* According to the Regulations of the Quarantine Board vessels 
arriving from infected ports, even if their sanitary condition is good, have to perform a 
certain quarantine varying according to the length of the voyage before being admitted 
to free pratique with Egypt. In the case of the steamship “ Humber,*' the regulation 
quarantine was twenty-four hours. Vessels arriving from infected ports.* with no sick¬ 
ness on board, and not wishing to communicate with Egypt, may transit the Cunnl 
immediately, provided they transit in strict quarantine with quarantine guards 011 
board to prevent communication with the shore, but vessels in the same condition 
wishing to transit in free pratique fire obliged to perform their quarantine before 
entering tbo Canal. It rests with the captain or agent of the vessel to choose between, 
passing the Canal immediately in strict quarantine,, or performing first the regulation 
quarantine of observation* and thereafter passing the Canal in free communication with 
Egypt. According to information obtained for me by the President of the Quarantine* 
Board at my request, it appears that the captain mid agent or the " Humber 15 preferred 
to perform the twenty-four hours' quarantine and pass the Canal thereafter in free 
pratique, 

I 11 the letter of the 36tb February, addressed to tbo Marquis of Salisbury by the 
Executive Council of the Chamber of Shipping* it is stated that the vessel “was 
ordered kick from Suez to Moses’ Wells to perform twenty-four hours' quarantine of 
observation* and after such observation was allowed to pass through the Canal.” You 
will see from what I have stated above* that the lad, part of the sentence ought to have 
been, was allowed to pass through the Canal “in free pratique.’ 1 

With regard to the cost of the twenty-four hours 1 detention at Suez* which the 
owner* allege amounted to 60k* it seems to mo that it is a question to be settled 
between them and the captain and agent* as the amount paid to the sanitary authorit ies 
was only 188 Egyptian piastres* or under 2/,* and for this the captain or agent ought 
to have received vouchers. 

If they calculate the day*® loss to the ship at 50k, 1 would point out that tins 
passage of the Canal in quarantine* if accomplished with the electric light, is accom¬ 
panied by considerable expense* and 1 would take leave to doubt whether it was 
not an economy to perform the twenty Your hours’ observation, and pass m irca 
pratique.

During tho voyage a fireman and a seaman died, the former on the nth and the 
Utter on the 7 th, the latter after only twenty-four hours' illness, The symptoms from 
which they both suffered were vomiting and diarrhoea, The carpenter and another 
seaman ajso suffered from diarrheen, but recovered. 

Immediately on receiving the despatch from Suez. Mr, Mtevilta called upon me 
to talk over the matter and aeo what steps 1 intended to take. It was evident to 
both of us that, though the information was very meagre, the great majority of the 
Board would regard it as a suspected case (« eas suspect ih ), and would certainly vote 
for quarantine; or, by great personal exertion^ 1 nog lit have obtained a hare Anglo- 
Egyptian majority to vote for allowing the vessel to transit the Canal in strict 
quarantine; and had the venae! been bound for a port in the United Kingdom. 1 
should probably have attempted this, A consideration, however, which wre not to 
be overlooked was that the vessel was bound ter Malta. Swing how very strict

T HAVE tho honour to report that a meeting of the Egyptian Maritime and 
Quarantine Sanitary Board vu held on Tuesday, the Sod instant. 

Dr + Ardouin Bey, Inspector-General, who presided, announced that the President. 
Mr. Middle, bad left the previous day for England on urgent family affairs, and 
would be absent for about twenty days. 

Communion!ions from the Board of Health, Cairo, were read announcing that a 
low eases of farcy had occurred amongst the horses of the Egyptian army at Sunk i n 
anti at the frontier. Although these cases have only been communicated to the 
Quarantine Administration lately, they occurred in April and May. Two cases of 
glanders have lately been declared in Alexandria in horses belonging to private 
individuals, in both eases the animals were killed. 

The rest of the meeting was occupied in discussing arrangements for tho 
pilgrimage. A native doctor was appointed to proceed to Mecca as Sanitary Agent 
of tho Quarantine Board, and a native doctor and staff of employes were appointed 
to superintend the quarantine of tho return pilgrims at Tor. 

After the questions on tho order of the day were finished, the Delegate for 
Austria-Hungary begged to be allowed to make a proposition. He proceeded to say 
that, in view of greater facilities for the passage of the Canal being granted in 
future to suspected or infected vessels* he proposed that captains of vessels should 
be made to Joel a re what amount of disinfectants they carried, what their nature, 
and in what proportions, ami in what manner they had been employed for disin¬ 
fection, so that the Board might judge whether the disinfection had been properly 
carried out. 

The Delegate for England observed that there still existed great variety ol 
opinion amongst practical men on the subject of disinfection, men who at one time 
considered chemical agents absolutely necessary having now abandoned them. 
He considered that such a proposition as that of the Austrian Delegate might 
become exceedingly arbitrary and vexatious. 

The Inspector-General thought that the thoroughness of the disinfection should 
be left to the appreciation of the Sanitary Agent, who should be instructed to 

inquire carefully into it. h 

Other Delegates were of the same opinion, and, on die proposition being put t 
the vote, it was lost by a large majority, _ , 

The expression used by the Austrian Delegate in Ida proposition, “in view of 
facilities to be given in the future for the passage of the Canal, l# foreshadows, I hope, 
a chaogc in his former attitude at the Board, as he has been one who has most 
strenuously opposed any facilities being given except under almost impossible 

conditions. .

The President, who spoke next, expressed his willingness to have the Hk in¬ 
fecting apparatus transferred immediately from Alexandria to Tor, to he ready in 
case of need; but thought it would not he dignified for the Board to decide to adopt 
such severe and ml her alarming measures until it was known whether the sanitary 
state of the pilgrims justified them* The Austrian Delegate took exception 
to the expression “ would not he dignified pi (the words used were * r dan& la digmte 
du Conaeil ") as applied by the President to the proposition ol his Government; on 
which the President adopted another method of expressing himself, am I, in a few 
observations, expressed his mean mg more clearly and satisfactorily. 1 he Delegate 
Tor Turkey, referring to the various outbreaks of plague at Assyr, tea m all, 
observed that the disease had never assumed lhere an invading or spreading 
character; and that* in n few days, we should have a Report on the sanitary state 
of Mecca, after the sacrifices. 1 le therefore proposed that, before deciding to adopt 
exceptionally severe nicas tires, we should await a sanitary Re port, as there would 
still be sufficient time to decide on the measures to be adopted, which might even he 
more severe than those proposed by die Austrian Delegate] if had sanitary 
conditions required it; but, as the sanitry Reports tip to this time have been 
exceedingly good, he thought it wzits preniitture to decide on 11410 pt mi £ specially 
severe measures, Most, o| t he Delegates. adopted this view, and the discussion on 
the Austrian Delegate’s proposition was postponed by a vote of 15 for postponement] 
2 for immediate decision, and 3 abstentions. 

It was unanimously decided, however, that the disinfecting apparatus should lie 
at once transferred to Tor, ami erected there m working order to be ready, and that 
one of the ablest sanitary doctors should be aviU there* 

LA a conversation with the President after the meeting, I expressed strongly iny 
opinion n$ to the necessity of having some practical plan prepared for at templing 
to stamp out the disease should cases of it be imported to lor, which I think i* 
extremely unlikely, I pointed out that, as plague is generally considered a 
contagious disease, the pilgrims, whoa* effects have undergone disinfection, must 
be sent to a camp by themselves at some distance, and not allowed again to come 
in contact with the others. This will require arrangements to be made to organize 
au encampment on a large scale in ease of need. Disinfect ion o| the ellects ol all 
pilgrims, as proposed by the Austrian Delegate, presents almost insurmountable 
difficulties. Most of the pilgrims have no change of clothes, and posses only those 
they are actually wearing j and I Icel sure tSicy would never submit in givo them 
up for disinfection, unless supplied with other garments] and probably not even 
then, as I have ho doubt they would refuse to part, with the clothes in which they 
have made the holy pilgrimage fora reason which they cannot appreciate. As to 
the second part ot the proposition of the Austrian Delegate, lift., to examine 
minutely the body of each individual, healthy and unhealthy ; that seems to me 
to be proposing also tin im possibility, Most ol thorn will relusc to submit to it, 
and certainly they will never allow it lor t fie it women. It seems to me that the 
propositions of the Austrian Government arc practically impossible for general 
application*

l HAVE the honour to inclose, for your information* the case of the British 
steamer Baghdadi , 11 arrived at 800 ?, 111 quarantine hound for London, and allowed 
by decision of the Quarantine Board by a feeble majority to pass the Canal in 
quarantine. 

According to a telegram received front the Quarantine Agent at Suez the 
steam-ship “Baghdadi ” left Bussorah on the 2lst September, arriving at Sues on 
the 12 th October. 

During the stay of the vessel at Bimofah on the 13th September, a seaman 
was taken ill of cholera, was landed in hospital, and died. On the 15th September 
another seaman was seized with cholera., was landed, and died. Another seaman 
died on board of debility (“ £puj$ement M ), and eight of the other members of the 
crew suffered from diarrncca with pain in the bowels. 

The soiled effects of the deceased seamen were destroyed; the other effects 
remained on board. During the voyage to Suez the health on board was good, 

According to our 4t iUglement/’ the ship ought to have been sent to Tor for 

a u&rantinc and disinfection. The disinfection by sulphurous fumigation at 
lugsorah would not be recognized as sufficient. 

As twenty-one days hM elapsed since her departure front Buaaorah, the health 
satisfactory during the voyage, the medical inspection at Sues also satisfactory, and 
the vessel bound to London, 1 asked the Board to allow her to transit the Canal in 
quarantine. The result was that my request was voted by a majority, which, 1 
must point out, contained the votes of only five European Delegates, viz.* Spain, 
Germany, Italy, Belgium, and England. The majority was composed chiefly nf 
Egyptian Delegates. Moat of the Delegates of European Powers were against.

Office the offlces occupied by the Quarantine BoM, winch are in Fact part cl the 
Post OlHet buildings, up to this time unoccupied, but now required by the Post 
Office on account of the Postal Service. In a letter dated the 20th December the 
President replied to hia Excellency the Minister, intimating Im readiness to give up 
the offices as soon as the Government found other offices for the accommodation o 
the Quarantine Board, and remarking that such offices had always been suppbci at 
the expense of the Government. In Ida reply of the 2Sth the Mj 

refused to find offices at the Government expense, and stated that, according tu 
Article 21, of the Decree or the 3rd January', 1881, constituting the Board such 
expense must be borne by the Roiird itself. The paragraph of the Article referred

This question was first submitted to me by the Peninsular and Oriental 
Company’s agent in the month of May last; at that time there was some excitement 
at the Board on account of the outbreak of plague, and ! recommended the agent to 
let it tic over, as 1 felt sure it would then he refused; a few months after it was 
again brought to my notice, but I refused to bring it before the Board, as cholera 
was at that time prevailing in Bombay, and all ships were passing m quarantine. 
About a week ago the Company's agent again applied to me, and I decided today it

Considering the exaggerated, but no doubt coiuteientiQUB, importance which

I HAVE the honour to report that a meeting of the Maritime and Quarantine 
Sanitary Board was held on Tuesday* the 4th instant. 

The whole of the time of this meeting was occupied by the Austrian Delegate* 
who read a long communication by himself* copy of which I inclose** endeavouring 
to prove that the embarkation of passengers from Egypt at Suez and Port Said on 
vessels passing the Canal in quarantine is forbidden by our ts Rtyrlement, 1 ’ or, if not 
positively forbidden* that the spirit of the " Regie meat” is against it. 

H certainly seems a little strange that the spirit of the Regulations should 
have been found out only to-day to be against the embarkation ol passengers on 
vessels passing in quarantine* seeing that such embarkation has been practised ever 
since the Board has been In existence, and the Austrian Delegate has bceii fully 
aware of it If there is no special mention of it in any Article of the (1 R£g1emeii w* 
it is simply that there was no special necessity for it, and the last paragraph of 
Article 31 of the u lUglenient ulnfrid" seems to urn to apply to embarkations 
generally. With regard to the meaning which he attaches to the expression 
** p4jriode quarantenaire/' Article 34* viz,* that the vessel must undergo the 
regulation quarantine to complete the ,f pGkidc qua ran ten a he/* that is not in 
accord with 1 lie interpretation nor practice of the Board* as a vessel may call at a 
port and leave it again before the * x periode quarantenaire " is expired* not having 
received free pratique* but leaving in quarantine. In like manner, a vessel passing 
the Canal in quarantine is performing her “period© quaranteiudrc/' so far as Egypt 
is concerned, if she does not wish to communicate, 

I do not enter into his observations on the propagation of cholera or the duty 
of the Board, which he as usual maintained was for the protection cl Europe, ns no 
observation was made by any Delegate on his communication. 

It is impassible to say how fur the Austrian Delegate is encouraged by his 
Government to raise repeatedly these questions on the transit of the Sue?, Canal* or 
,w fiEftht?i tpe Government allows itself to be moved by him m ilia matter ; but it is very 
evident that an occasion is being eagerly nought for to raise a difficulty for England, 
Ifaflnjty be a^o that his systematically disagreeable attitude is directed simply 
against the President* whom he treats in a very gross manner in his correspondence

Before going to the Ministry I had had an extract made of the latter, ending at 
the laat paragraph but one, with the words, as no observation was made by any 
Delegate on hm communication*” for* although there could be no; objection, in 
confidential verbal intercourse, i el referring to the supposed motives of the Austro- 
Hungarian"* action in this matter, I thought it would* perhaps* be better to avoid 
alluding to them in any written corn muni cation* and I therefore had the last 
paragraph omitted, 

Baron Pascfcti asked mu (aa l expected he would) to leave with him the extract 
of Dr. Mac tile’s Report, and while expressing his appreciation of the omission of the 
part referred ts, said he would not fail to bear it in mind. Hie Excellency said 
there might possibly have been a little too much zeal on the part of the Austro- 
Hungarian Delegate in carrying oul his duties; but* :«* for there being any set 
determination on Ids part*still less on the part of the Government* to act in a hostile 
manner in any question in which England was concerned* this he could at once 
take upon himself most positively to disavow. 

Huron Paget ti proceeded to way* however* that the views of the two Govern- 
men la in regard to quarantine matters wore essentially different. In England* all

Hufigitry they were looked upon as of the greatest importance, flntl the Health 
Boards in this country were continually bringing pressure to bear upon the 
Govern merit lo cause the Quarantine Regulations to be strictly observed.

1 BUG to call your attention to a Reuter’s telegram From Paris of yesterday’s 
daie, which slates that the steamer 1, Fulford 1 ’ has been placed in quarantine at 
Bordeaux, having had cases of cholera on board at Aky&b, anti afterwards. 

This is evidently the British steamer “Fuirord," the case of which 1 reported 
on to you under date of the 23rd March. 

It was distinctly understood by the quarantine authorities here before giving 
permission for her to transit the Canal in quarantine that the destination of the 
vessel was Falmouth, and not Bordeaux, as originally intended. 

Had the master declared that his destination was Bordeaux, the ship would 
not have been allowed to pass the Canal without previously undergoing quarantine 
at Tor. It seems tu me evident that the master has made a false dec boat ion. 

It is difficult to make out from the telegram whether the 11 other cases' 1 
referred to took place during the voyage before or after Sues!, If on the voyage 
before arriving at Suea, the declaration of the master would be again fa lire, as he 
stated that the health on board had been perfect. Information on tins point is 
desirable, and will doubtless be asked for by the Delegates at the Quarantine 
Board; 

A case of this sort does incalculable mischief to our work at the Quarantine 
Board. 

Acting on the general lines laid down for guidance by Her Majesty's 
Government, 1 asked the Board Lu allow the vessel to pose the Canal in strict 
cj outran fine on condition of her destination being a port of the United Kingdom. 
'Thu master telegraphed to his owners, and wo were informed that the port of 
destination had been changed to Falmouth. Notwithstanding this, the vessel lias 
gone to Bordeaux, and no doubt the Continental press will Lake up the matter, to 
the detriment of British interests and (he work of the British Delegate at the 
Quarantine Board. I shall probably now bo told that British shipmasters pro lend 
falsely to be bound for a port in the United Kingdom in order to be allowed to pass 
the Canal, and then carry infection to ports of other countries whose Delegatee have 
instructions to oppose such passage before undergo mg quarantine at Tor. 

I hope Her Majesty's Government will cause inquiry to be made Into this case. 
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and, if it is proved tint the piaster ha* made false declarations, I think he oaght to 

be dealt with accordingly. j ^ &c.

Ten days later the Austrian Delegate discovers a supposed fcttjgularity on the part 
of the Quarantine Administration in connection with the French transport l *La Savthc 
in May 1384 (five and a-lmlf years past). But instead of as usual asking the President 
for tiio facts.

Aft regard to the "Fuliord/’ it appears that the captain and two of her 
seamen succumbed to cholera at Chittagong about tile 7th February hist. Slie 
arrived at Suez on the 18th March, onff the health on board having been good 
during the voyage, she was permitted, by a majority of votes of the Board, to 

t o through the Canal in quarantine on the understanding that she would proceed 
irect to the British port of Falmouth. 

This, it is understood, was done, though she did not dear at that port or 
obtain a fresh bill of health, partly on account of the delay which would thereby 
have been occasioned, and partly because her captain seemed to have been tinder 
the impression that those he already possessed were sufficient, mid he also states 
that had he had an English lull of health it would have been useless to him so far 
iin obtaining pratique at Bordeaux was concerned. 

You will also be good enough to state to Mr* Ward that f concur in the opinion 
expressed by him that the French authorities acted within their rights in placing 
the vessel in quarantine, and the case is not one In which Her Majesty's Government 
would be justified in making any representation to that of France. At the same 
lime, Mr. Ward might inform the Sanitary Council, if he thinks it expedient to do 
eo, that they ate incorrect in assuming that the privilege of transiting the Suez 
Canid in quarantine is restricted to British vessels.

The British Delegate bud n proposition on the order of the day to postpone the 
study of economies and the imposition of taxes on postal steam era till the presentation 
of next Budget. 

As (he Imposition of taxes on postal staamen was not proposed at (his meeting, that 
latter part of the British Delegate's proposition was withdrawn and lire Board decided to 
proceed wit h tire inquiry m to possible economies, 

It is very much to bo regretted that Mr* hlidvillc should have been obliged to 
absent himself just as important questions budgetary and quarantine ate coining up 
for diEcuselon and decision, ns il 3e£itre no me that a good deal of feeling is again 
being shown against the Administration which ought to have been met. If, however, 
the inquiry into (he fmancitil administration is conducted on the Sp cf iuhl criticism, 
the Delegates are acting within their right, and the result may ho beneficial.

I have shown this correspondence to Dr. Mackie, who wiU report on it when the 
subject has again come before the Board as it will very shortly* In the meantime, the 
opinion respecting the posable consequences of thia vessel having gone to a French port 
without having obtained a clean bill of health, which he expressed in his Report 
transmitted to your Lordship in my despatch No. 5 of Lho 17th April, is now confirmed 
by iijs Report (of which copy m herewith Inclosed) of what took place at the meeting of 
the 6th instant At thia meeting the French Delegate printed to the Board a letter 
(of which copy is inclosed in Dr. Maclriris Repurt) assigning reasons why the steam-ship 
it Fulford" was put into quarantine at Bordeaux; and Dr. Mackic expresses his 
apprehensions that this case may lead to a withdraw al of the facilities hitherto given to 
British vessels bound for a British port in passing through the Canal in quarantine when 
they arrive at Suca after having had cases of cholera on board during the voyage. The 
French Delegate stated to Dr, Miokie that the a team-ship '* Fulford 11 made several 
attempts to enter other ports in the Mediterranean, apparently before she called at 
Falmouth; and, if this is true, I fear it will create 1 ft<l impression on the minds of the 
Delegatee at the Sanitary Board very unfavourable to the more liberal mU'rpreUtion of 
the Rules which has lately prevailed there.

T HAVE rfco honour to acknowledge the receipt or your Lordship'* Commercial 
despatch No. 21 of the 12th instsum* together with its iiicloaurea, relative to the conduct 
of the Austro-Hungarian Delegate on the Quarantine Board in Egypt, and to inform 
your Lordship that I have again spoken confidentially to Baron Pasctti on Hub 
subject. 

I said that the complaint which T hod now to bring before him wtm not, ns on the 
last occasion* in regard to my matter of principle respecting the Quarantine Regu¬ 
lations* bin referred to Dr, K_]od,dmrawskfs personal behaviour towards the President 
of the Board in the transaction of business * and I (hen read to Baron Pasctrl such of 
the ipcloeitrea aa were necessary to substantiate the charges, but ] did not omit to 
mention tlial: your Lordship had approved Sir E. Baring having told the Austro- 
Hungarian Consul-General thru if the Ausira-HuDgiriaii Government wished for anv 
modification of the existing Quarantine Regulations, the best plan would be for the 
Austro-Hurgjirian Ambassador m London to be instructed to bring the matter before 
your Lordship, but that, iu lus opinion, Her Majesty's Government would probably 
consider the present moment inopportune for raising any such question* 

Boron Fasfdti was evidently vexed at the disclosure* which 1 made to him* but I 
observed to him that It was quite as disagreeable to me to mate these representations a* 
it was to him to receive them. Your Lordship, I added, had indeed left it to my 
discretion to take any action fcmm the information contained in these papers, and 1 
therefore tools the whole responsibility upon myself in doing so * but l felt that it was a 
state of tilings which could not possibly he allowed to continue, and that unless some 
decided remedial measures were adopted there would spine day be such a scandal at the 
Quarantine Board ns would necessitate a serious diplomatic representation, Surely, l 
said, it was desirable to avoid this. All the other members of the Board worked 
harmoniously together, and 1 appealed Co Baron Pasetli whether it was not a moat 
unfortunate circumstance that while the Agents of Great Britain mid Au&tria-Hungar\ 
were acting together on the most friendly footing elsewhere, there should b« on exception 
to this rule upon the Quarantine Board m Egypt, where the proceedings of the Austro- 
Hungarian Delegate had every appearance of being dictated by national as well as 
personal hostility to the Delegate of Grftat Britain. 

Baron Pasetti listened very patiently while I made this statement, and, after some 
further conversation, his Excellency said that before doing anything else, he must of 
course verify the charges, and he asked me whether for tills purpose 1 would leave with 
him-Mr. Middle's Confidential Memorandum to take notes From, though lie promised 
lie would make the most discreet use of them j and I consented to this, 

Baron Fnaelti's intention h to write again confidentially to M. de Roaty, and if this 
Agent confirms the present reports, farther notice will lie taken of the mailer when, on 
the approaching cessation of the sittings of the Quarantine Board, Dr, Klodzinnowski

IN continuation of my Report oT yesterday^ date, communicating the result of it 
meeting of the Quarantine Board held on Tuesday the 5th instant, and inclosing copy 
of a paper raid by I lie Delegate for Holland on what he considered extravagances in the 
Administrations, and possible economies, I have now the honour to forward a com- 
rnumcalion received to-night from the Acting President, containing his appreciation of 
the snbaLance of the paper, 

■In the third paragraph of Uie inclosed letter addressed to (he members of the 
Quarantine Board the Acting President, seems to think that the observations of die 
Delegate for Holland wore made in terms rather unjust towards the Administration. In 
my Report, of yesterday I staled m my opinion that, the present movement is directed in 
great measure against the Administration. It h quite true, an the President remarks, 
that all gmt ideations, and all expenses of any eon si dor able amount have always to^be 
auctioned by the Hoard, on the initiative generally of the Administration. The 
Administration has, I think, missed an opportunity on the present occasion of taking 
itself the initiative in iitU-uduoing economics or other measures to improve its financial 
posUiotij and of having the budgetary question settled, m it has been a source of 
irritation and complaint .since die presentation of hist Budget. The diminution of 
receipts is no doubt to be accounted for in great measure by ike reasons slated by 
(he President; the two great factors being tire suppression of quarantine dues on 
unsusceptible merchandize -and tho decrease in number of cuttle imported from abroad. 

The President docs not seem to think that the realizable economics will be of an} 
great, amount, notwithstanding the strong terms in which they have been brought 
forward by the Delegate for Holland, and is of opinion that it will probably be necessary 
to impose sanitary dues on mml-ateaniers. This qucilion, however, cannot be decided 
until the Report nf the Commission Is presented and discussed.

That them are economics, and to a pretty large extent to be made m the service, 
nearly nil arc agreed; but T hope the Acting President will he able in persuade 1 1 « 
Delegates to iitke reasbii&blc time in effecting them, mid not to introduce too many 
radical measures at once, which would certainly raise an outcry and discontent amongst 
the employ^ It is moat unfortunate that the question has been raised and picked 
during the absence of Mr. Mifiville, who must have a fuller knowledge of the financial 
aitualion than any one who only tempo-rarity takes ins place. 

I inclose a copy of a Table circulated by the Ottoman Delegate exposing lho stale 
of the finances since 1885. 1 think lie rather exaggerate the situation m staling that 

the Ad mi n 1st ration requires an immediate increase of receipts of 5*000/ . 

The chief causes of the falling-olf of dm receipts arc no doubt (l) the abolition ot 
quarantine dues on unsusceptible merchandize * (2) the decreased importation of catlfc 
ftraw abroad, and tl,<- absence of general (Jimmnliue for the last few wars agtomt tndm 
or Europe, The Admititet ration itself is also an expensive one; partly Urn tan It ot I lie 
Powers which wish such an extensive ami expensive organisation to be kepi up.

1 HAVE i lie honour to Inclose, for your information, copy of a correspondence 
between the Acting President of the Quarantine Hoard and the Austrian Delegate relative

In his letter uf the !7(b May the Austrian Delegate refers to a proposition which 
waa to hove been brought forward by the Sanitary Physician of France, What form that 
proposition would have taken it is difficult to say, and it is for the lime being wkhdrwnil. 

What I wish more especially to draw* your attention to in the Austrian Delegate’s 
lettered Ilia 17th May is the fact that he admits mid, for the first time, in & manner 
agrees with the arguments put forward from time? to time by the British Delegate with 
regard to British vessels pce&ing the Ctmal and hound for ports of the United Kingdom, 
The Delegate seems to imply that he does not object to vessels considered by our Rubs 
u infected/' if hound tor tlm United Kingdom, being allowed to pass the Canal imme¬ 
diately in quarantine* but objects to the false and illegal way of this permission heing 
obtained ^ By ibis, I imaging lie means that it is against the existing Rules and illegal 
By “ lu vole liiusae” he probably alludes tu n majority of votes being obtained for it by 
an Anglo-Egyptian combination, which is always a standing grievance again®!: England, 
I am sorry I had not an opportunity of seeing tire Delegate personally on this matter,, 
but be left for Vienna the morning after this correspondence was put into my hands. 

Since then 1 have seen the despatch from the Foreign Office informing us that the 
Austrian Ambassador had suggested ii reorganization of the Heard. 

This leads me to suppose that the Austrian Delegate has sonic plan to bring forward 
for reorganisation, and in ready to propose a modi hail ion of Hubs in favour of England ; 
but in tiiut case will naturally demand a ijutTf pro guo, perhaps iunouget oilier thing* a 
diminution of tiie number of Egyptian Delegates, I he existing slate of things is no 
doubt in the highest degree unsatisfactory, but with the greet divergence of opinion on 
the subject of quarantine, J question if in any reorganization sufficient modi Gcal Ions 
would be made Eo meet the views of the English Go van meat. Sooner or later, however, 
I aiti convinced that name reorganixatiou or reform must be made in the interests ol 
England, os British interests arc safeguarded at present by a statu of things which esurnot 
go on fur ever.

IT may be desirable that I should submit some obscrvatbi^ upon the despatches 
recently addressed te your Lordship by Sir Charles CookEon in corniecdon witli the 
proccctllneir of the Quarantine Board. 

A determined attack on Mr, Midv Wa ndmlnisteation haa been made by several of 
the Delegate*. It is alleged that the revenue and expenditure do not balance rmd that 
in order to meet the defiift it is necessary, in the first place* to effect certain oconocmcs* 
and in the second place* to impose additional taxation.

My Lord, Alexandria, June 24, 1890. 

I HAVE the honour, with reference ta my despatch No. 12, Commercial, of (.he 3,0th 
iuBtatstj. to transmit a copy of a Report by Dr. Mnckie, dated the 22nd instant, of an extra¬ 
ordinary meeting of Alexandria Maritime and Quarantine Sanitary Board, held on the 19th 
instant, in order to consider the economies possible in the Administration, in order to meet 
the deficiency in its revenue. 

The Report, which was accepted by a majority of the Board, proposes economies 
which will, if carried out at once, effect a saving in the Administration of l,43$J. fi-yeer, 
besides a further saving of 400f. by the sale of the steam launch at SJviez, The conKtdera- 
tide of certain other suggested economies is postponed until tbo next Budget is discussed, 
li appears that after the savings now recommended have been inode there will, calculating 
on the basis of last year's receipts, be a deficit et the end of this year of no lees than 
1,7601 

Certain of the Delegates objected to the discontinuance of special allowances granted 
to officers of the Administration resident at Suez, on account of the high prices there of 
necessaries of life, but which arc no longer justified on that account, and Dr. Mackie Is of 
opinion that these allowances have been so long in existence that those who receive them 
now look upon them ns part of their regular sultry. He therefore proposes to compensate 
them by a small permanent inert-fist* of salary, He objueta, also, to the suggestion that 
the anticipated deficit shall be partly met bv redlining salaries generally to the rtik-s of 
1887-88,

! HAVE the honaui to Inclose a copy of the Report of the Commission appointed 
to study the question of possible economies in the quarantine Administration, with a view 
to make up the deficit in the budget, The Report was presented to the Board at an 
extraordinary meeting held last Thursday, the 19th instant. 

The propositions of the Commission wore accepted by n majority of the Beard, 
Several Delegates, chiefly (hose of France, Italy, and Portugal, strongly opposed the 
propositions which touched personal allowances which have been enjoyed by certain 
employes for n number of year®. This opposition was strongly maintained with regard to 
proposition i to discontinue the allowance of 4f. a-tJtpnth granted to employes of the 
Suer, Sanitary Office some years ago on account of the then high price of the necessities of 
life. This allowance formed no part of Ibis regular salary but was granted for a specific 
reason. This reason the Commission, after duo inquiry, declares no longer exists, and 
proposed the suppression of the allowance. The employes of Suc 2 having enjoyed the 
allowance for six or seven years naturally fee! it a great hardship to be deprived of it. 
Personally, I sympathize with them, at the same time I do not think that it was over 
intended that the allowance should be ei permanent thing, and I think it lm® been a 
mistake on the pari of the administration to allow it to go on so long without calling 
attention to it, thug giving it the character of permanent pay, X voted for its suppression, 
but when the order of the day was finished 1 begged to be allowed to make sumo 
observation® on this proposition, 1 stated that I voted for the suppression of the 
allowance, net that I considered the employ^ did not deserve or require it, but because I 
considered it a most unsatisfactory state of thing® to be continued. By its lung eots- 
tinu since the employes bad come to look upon it a® permanent pay and naturally felt it. u 
great hardship lo be deprived of it, although the relation for which it vim given might no 
longer exist. I pointed out that the finest Office was our mast important one. the work 
to be done often implying great fatigue and requiring energy and judgment, white life in 
Suez is becoming more and move to n certain extent an cxllo, 1 proposed, therefore, 
leaving out of considered ion the dearness or dirapncsa of actual living, that lliu employee 
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who had enjoyed tills temporary allowance should he granted a amdl permanent increase 
of salary which would be mi important thing in the end for thetn and would stall be fl 
small economy for the Board, A great many of the Delegates approved this proposition, 
and several of (hem proposed that it should be voted at once, I he Delegate for Holland 
painted out that it was not in the order of the day T and said if I persisted in bringing it 
forward before tho pres&ntntbfi of next budget he would also bung forward Lhc questions 
[aft over in the Report of the Commissi on. I replied that I aim ply made the proposition 
for the Board to consider, and was quite prepared lo leave it till the presentation or the 
budget, I hone I shall then he able to carry it, as T consider it very necessary for British 
interests at Suez that the employ^ should be good men and w-d! paid. 

By the coo chitling paragraph of the Report you will see that after all the economics 
recommended bv the Commission have been made, there still remain® n deficit on last 
voiris budget of 1,760k It is not possible lo say yet wbnt, this year's receipt will ue as 
the most important time, ffr„ the return pilgrimage, lias yet to come. 

The preposition to be brought forward at the next budget to cut down the fiatar:rs ot 
the employes to the figures at which they were before last increase ™ 138/-0S is, I thmK, 
a bad one and would have a demoralizing effect. 1 hope some other means will be adopted

After hearing a report by the Corntniseion of EcononudB, it was decided to retain the 
steam launch of the Sanitary Office at Suez, but to reduce Us working expenses ta 
accordance with a report by an expert engineer, by which it is hoped to effect an economy 
for the Administration of 082 J. a-ye&r, which is a considerable saving m the working of 

one steam launch. . 

It remains to be seen* however, after sufficient trial whether the launch enn he worked 

effectually at diis reduced rate. . 

The Committee of Finance in accordance with a Resolution of the board at u lortnci 
meeting prcacnted its Report on the financial position for the third quarter of the financial 
vear. This Report will be presented in brief, for the future, every three months to keep 
the Board informed of the state of the budget, in consequence of the large defied which 
has lately occurred* According to this Report* which I Inclose, there was on the 30fh 
Juno an excess of expenditure over receipts of 3,0(35/,, or a mean quarterly excess of 
1,05®/*, and this without any e.vti'aordiuwy expenses having been incurred, it is hoped 
that under ordinary oii'cuinstimccs the deficit will be a few hundred pounds less than 

last year. , 

If the economies already decided on can he carried out without injuring the service a 
great part of the deficit will bo made up, and it will probably not bo necessary to impose 
more new taxes except sanitary dues on postal steamers to make up the rest; but tins 
cannot be stated with certainty till the end of tbo huaucial year*

This correspondence was laid before tbe Board, and gave great umbrage to the Delegates, 
who decided that the Boa I'd should undertake by itself the imposition of quarantine 
measure^ and should dispense with the sendees of Dr* Milton. 

Dr, Mackio comments qb the want of practical knowledge of the work evinced by the 
Egyptian Government Commission, a* demonstrated by their frequent change of plan, and 
regrets that the Egyptian authorities have thrown away an opportunity of sharing the 
work of the Board, which might have paved the way Tor assuming its functions at a future 
period, whereas, m matters now stand, the Board has been forced to declare its inde¬ 
pendence, and its position with Continental nations will bo strengthened by this incident*

before the Board at its meeting to-day, and was the subject of very bitter remarks by the 
Delegates.

At first they proposed to oblige 
all the pikrimfl to return from Jeddah by laud. This proposition was abandoned before 
being submitted to the Quarantine Board, and was utterly impracticable 1 heir next 
proposition, to make the Egyptian pilgrims perform the desert route from Suez to Cairo, 
was accented, and afterwards abandoned at request of the Egyptian authorities, they 
then proposed that the Egyptian pilgrims should perform a second quarantine and disin¬ 
fection on the Island of Shadiren. This was accepted, but was afterwards abandoned on 
Dr Milton reporting that the island was unsuitable. Jubel Zeyt was then proposed, but 
the Quarantine Board has refused to listen to any more propositions, us important time 
was being lost in making and changing plans, and the impossibility of working together 

being decided on for reasons above stated, „ . . . ,, 

] cannot help remarking that there has been a great want of policy shown by the 

Egyptian authorities, and they have missed a great opportunity of conciliating the 

Quarantine Board and of sharing in its work, which might have paved the way lor 

assuming the work of the Quarantine Board at some future time. As matters stand now, 
the Quarantine Board has been forced to declare its independence, and its position with 

Continental nations will be strengthened. v , ,, 

I am informed by Dr. Aidouin Bey, Acting President, that His Highness the Khedive 
was exceedingly displeased at what he thought the harsh measures proposed by the Cairo 
Comndssbn for the Egyptian pilgrims, and asked Dr. Ardcuin Bey why the Quarantine 
Board, which had full right and power by Decree, did not by itself take m hand the 
quarantine mcuRurosas on previous occasions. I state this on the authority ol Dr, Arclouin, 
and if exact, docs much to support the independent position of the Quarantine Board, I 
muck regret this conflict of authority, os l hoped that by a wise and prudent co-operation 
on this occasion the Egyptian Government might have established a precedent which 
might have helped in the future towards disestablishing the International Board and 
undertaking its work* 

I have uo doubt that the result at this meeting will be reported in strong terms by 
the Delegates to their respective Government, and the act of ono Englishman in ignoring 
the Board will be construed as an act fifties Anglais "—the English Government and 
English in general being looked upon as the enemies of the Quarantine Board. The 
French Delegate was very strong in bis denunciation of Dr + Milton for hia supposed want 
Of respect towards the Hoard, Dr, Ardouin, Acting President, evidently allowed himself 
to be led by him, but I cannot help thinking that if Dr, Ardouiu had been sufficiently 
energetic and precise at the commencement he might have given such exact instructions 
that the mistake need never have occurred, as Tie had full knowledge of the dedicate 
circumstances of the situotioi], and Dr, Milton had none, being guided only by wilUngnwa 
to work and enthusiasm, without perhaps the political wisdom necessary.

Quarantine Sanitary Board was held to-day, Dr. Ardouin Bey presiding. 

The President read a communication from the Director ot the quarantine ^tahun at 
Tor, announcing the arrival at Tor on the morning cl the lltli of the Turkish steamer 
“ Adana," for Trebjstond, with over 1,000 pilgrim b on board. 

Tht doctor of the ship declared that eighteen deaths occurred on the voyage, of 
which seventeen were from diarrhoea, Three deaths had occurred since their arrival at 
the quarantine camp, of which two were from cholera, I wo passengers™^ Pasha and a 
Ruy—refused lo disembark. A communication from the Turkish authorities announeed 
that two Turkish doctors were leaving Constantinople for Tor to u&siid in superintending 
the quarantine of Turkish pilgrims. 

Various communications from the Egyptian Government, were road aunouncing 
Tueas'iii'cti which they bad ordered to be taken to prevent clandestine landing of pilgrims 
and desertions from quarantine stations.

1 AM directed by tlic Secretary of State for India in Council to acknowledge the receipt 
of your letter, dated the 20th ultimo, relative to the proposals of the Italian Government 
for establishing sm International Sanitary Service in the Red Sea for protecting Europe anil 
America from cholera and other Asiatic diseases* 

In reply, 1 am to state that Viscount Cross sympathises in the desire expressed by 
the Italian Government that some international arrangement should be devised for dealing 
with this important subject, and ho recognizes the advantage which might accrue from 
well designed measures of sanitary precaution. It appears, however, from the note of the 
Italian Ambassador that the proposed scheme has as its basis the organization ol a strict 
system of quarantine for vessels entering the Red Boa from the Indian Ocean, or coming 
from the Red Sea to the Mediterranean, This is a question which was fully diccussed at 
the Conference held in Rome five years ago, and it wm then maintained by the English 
and Indian Delegates that it had been clearly proved by experience that .while the 
observance of certain well recognized principles of sanitary science vim in Lhe highest 
degree important, measures of quarantine and coercion were not desirable; that no 
advantage had ever resulted from them ; and that they increased rather than diminished 
the dancer against which they were intended to provide. These views have been adopted 
and uetad upon not only by the Government of India, but, m Viscount Cross believes, by 
the Government of Her Majesty, and no usefnI purpose oo# apparently be gamed bv 
reopen mg a question which, so fur ns this country and India arc concerned, must jo licit 
to have been finally decided. While, therefore, Viscount Cross would be anxious to 
co-operate, on behalf nf the Government of ladle, in any measures likely lo promote the 
highly important object that Ihe Italian GoverDiunnl has ui view, be docs not think it 
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desirable that India should be represented on a Commission formed for the purpose of 
carrying out a system of quarantine such as that which the Italian note appears to 
contemplate.

SINCE the return of Mr, MLdville, we liave studied together the proposal^ nf the 
Austrian Government for u reform of the Qaarantine Board. I have nothing to add to 
the observations 1 sum you by telegraph. 
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The proposal is, in mitotan ce, the some as was embodied in a Report to the BritisU 
Government by Sir B. Baring drawn up in consultation with Sir 0. Cookeon any myself 
several years ago, The proposal of the Austrian Government, i hove no doubt, emanated 
from their delegate at the Quarantine Board, and is foreshadowed in the letters herewith 
inclosed, which passed between him and the Acting President of the Boifdi and which f 
communicated to Sir E. Boring. if the transit of the Canal by the pilgrim vessels from 
Tor, in quarantine, is satisfactorily achieved during the preient pilgrim season, it will 
strengthen out contention that the danger of transit even of infected vessel a can be 
reduced to a minimum* Although the pilgrim vessels have been disinfected and the 
pilgrims have undergone their quarantine at Tor, they cannot be said not to be infected 
ships according to our “RAglemenV 1 ns it has been found impossible to disinfect all the 
effects of the pilgrims, and these come direct from a cholera camp at Imlf-a-dayfe sail from 
the Canal* I mention thin as a point to bo kept in view. In the observations I sent you 
for telegraph, I recommend that the word “ Anglais in the pars graph commencing M Ixs 
bitimente Anglais infiictSs v ^should be suppressed. It seems to me that, it the word 
fi Anglais’'is, to remain, the paragraph ought to be prefaced m some such way ns follows : 
H Having regard to the geographical position, of England, English vessels,, infected or not, 
bound for ports in the United Kingdom, may be permitted to pass the Canal in quarantine, 
under the three following conditions,^ &c* 

Having prefaced this by giving a reason for an exception in favour of England, the 
words “Sa Majestd la Heine” might remain, ns at present,in condition No, 1 of the 
aide-mfmetre* You will perceive, by the inclosed letters of the Austrian Delegate, 
that the geographical position ie what they base the exception on in favour of England. 
i am not dear about the precise meaning they attach to the words u pendant le trajet 
the last words of condition No, 2. If this includes Suez and Port Sa'id t that would be very 
objectionable. I would suggest that tiffs should he made clear, as suspected ships even 
now arc allowed to embark and disembark passenger* at both ports. Disembarkation of 
merchandize has always been objected to, but is permitted. It would probably he 
impolitic to iosbl on it tit tiic intermediate ports, auch ns femailia, m that would come 
under the head of a danger to Egypt, which has always been strongly upheld by the 
Board. 

It seems to mo that I he propositions contained in the atde+whioire contain nil 
that we cim ask for at present—-if modified, as 1 have suggested, lq make them clear. 
They will meet with great opposition, and very likely will not be accepted, but I think 
sonic s.uch propositions are necessary as a protest against the fantastic propositions, being 
put forward by oilier Governments, to submit the lied Sea commerce to scientific 
bacteriological study. Some such proposals ns those of the Austrian Government would 
suggest u different line of thought. 

With regard to the taxes of 5/, and 1 1, alluded to in the last paragraph of the aide- 
Wnwrrt, lhey have already been accepted by Her Majesty's Government,, and are not 
intended to be penal.

Of the medical and scientific reasons I am not* of course, qualified to judge, but i 
would remind your Lordship that Dr. Miickte has for many years made a study of Asiatic 
epidemics, and of the best means of avoiding them, mid that he has had exceptional 

opportunities for doing 90« _ - T 

With regard to the practical working of tho proposed Italian reform, I venture to 
submit to your Lordship that it would in all probability give rise to more difficulties, more 
ill-feeling; and more impediments to commerce, even than the present system, which* it 
must be confessed, leaves much to bo desired. The Italian note bases its reasons lor 1,10 
necessity of reform ou the ground that the existing Board is not sufficiently international 
in character, that the Local Government is represented by too many votes, and that the 
local influence is too preponderating. It h apparently forgotten not only that the local 
Government has a far greater interest than any other country in keeping cholera from its 
shores, but also that an International Board, whatever may be its composition, must be 
dependent on the Local Government for the execution of many of itu dcoi^pna, Numerous 
instances of this have occurred recently , when the International Board Stave been obliged to 
appeal to the Egyptian Government for ship a to convey pilgrims, ships to condense water, 

for tonte, stores, drugs, and for soldiers, .. t 

In Egypt, more than in any other country, wo have had experience ol the working ol 
inure or lefts autonomous Boards of every kind, and I do not think that in any single 
instance can we say that the results are such as should encourage us to repeat the expert* 

nrnnt if it can bo avoided* . . M T , . ... 

In this connection 1 would draw your Lordship's attention to Dr. Miuto'fi ccnoluding 
remarks, giving hie reasons for thinking that the proposals under discussion, although put 
forward by the Italian Government, emanate in reality from Dr. Proust, the Director t>r 
the Sanitary Service in France* 

The scheme submitted for acceptance by the Italian Government aims at on increase 
of the autonomy, the irresponsibility and the internationality of tho Quarantine Board, 
whereas I conceive that the efforts of Her Majesty's Government, for the proper service of

introduced* .

the subject of this Memorandum is the organisation of a strict system of quarantine for 
vessels entering the Red Sen frotn the Indian Ocean, or coming from the Red Sea te the 
Mediterranean* 

Your Excellency is no doubt acquainted with the views that have hitherto becti held 
by Her Majesty's Government upon the system of quarantine as it is ordinarily practised ; 
inasmuch ns it was explained fully and in great detail by the British Delegate* at the 
Conference which was bdn in Rome in 1885, The opinions of the Queen'® Government 
upon thi* subject have undergone no change since that period, and they arc net aware of 
any facts or consideration® that should justify them in reverting to a system of precaution 
which they have long abandoned as being on the whole injurious to the public liealth* 

Her Majesty’s Government accordingly, while thanking the Government of Italy tor 
the invitation conveyed in your Excellency^ note of the 12th ultimo, feel compelled to 
decline to take part in the Conference to carry into effect the proposals put forward in 
that emmnu meat ion. I beg nt the *nme time to assure your Excellency that the Govern¬

A copy of these proposals, in the shape in which the British Consular and Medical 
officers in Egypt, who have been consulted on the subject, think they may be accepted, h 
herewith inclosed. 

With regard to the third heading of the Austrian proposal*. Her Majesty's. Govern¬ 
ment do not appear to possess power to proceed against the owners of vessels brought to u 
port, other than that which w stated to be their port of destination. It is possible that tlte 
recent incident of the stoam^fllup u TaLford,” the particulars of which are known to the 
Board of Trade, may have given rise to the desire to raahe provision lor dealing with such 
cases* Stress may probably be laid on the necessity for the adoption of means to prevent 
the recurrence of such i a eluents. 

I mu accordingly to request the opinion of the Board ot Trade as to the manner in 
which Her Majesty s Government could best meet the wishes of the Austro-Hungarian 
Government on this point,, whether a bond could properly he entered into at Sues!, 
pledging the vessel, under sufficient penalty, to proceed direct to the port of alleged destina¬ 
tion, subject to such exigencies as stress of weather or force majwre ; or whether the 
Board of Trade have other suggestions to oiler as to the best Course Lu be taken ior 
attaining this object.

A PROPOSAL for the meeting of an International Commission of Technical Delegates, 

I laving for its object the modification of the existing quarantine arrangements in Egypt 
and the adoption of additional measures of quarantine in the Reel Sea, with the view of 
■ protecting Europe against the invasion of cholera and other infectious maladies of 
European origin, has recently been made to Her Majesty's Government by the Italian 
Government* t he basis of the scheme being the organization of a strict system of quarantine 
for vessels entering the Red Sea from the Indian Ocean or passing from the Red Sea to 
the Mediterranean. 

Her Majesty's Government replied to this proposal that thdr opinions upon the 
system of quarantine, as it is ordinarily practised, which were fully explained by the 
British Delegates at the Conference held al Rome in 1885* have undergone no change 
since that periodi and that they arc not aware of any facts or considerations that would 
justify them in reverting to a system of quarantine which they have long abandoned as 
being on the whole injurious to public health. 

They have accordingly declined to take part in a Conference whose mandate would be 
to give effect to proposals based on this system of quarantine* but they have at the same 
time assured the Italian Government of their cordial sympathy in every movement for the 
benefit of public health* and of their readiness to give attention to any well designed 
measures of sanitary precautions which arc within the application of the principles of 
said tar v science recognized in Great Britain.

It is a mutter of grave difficulty as to how Regulations affecting a vessel when altogether 
outside tlie jurisdiction of the Council of the Suest Canal could ho enforced. The master would 
not have power to bind the owner of the vessel by &uoh a bond as is suggested in your 
letter, without a power of attorney from the owner, duly authorizing the master to do so i 
but even if this difficulty were overcome, and the bond were given by the master to the

This, of course, involves the question whether the matter is of sufficient international 

or commercial importance to ho dealt with in the manner indicated. 

Upon the whole, looking to the difficulties above sot forth, 1 am to suggest, for the 
consideration of Lord Salisbury, whether it might not he desirable to obtain the opinion 0* 
the Law Officers of the Crown upon the question, if this baa not already been done.

WITH reference to my note to Ins Excellency Count Deym of the 27th ultimo 
respecting sanitavv measures in Efeypt, and more particularly to Us concluding paragraph* 

I have now the honour to state that there is no statutory power in this country under 
which fines or punishment can bo inflicted on vessels which, owing to some cause or 
other, may have touched at ports in the course of a voyage other than those indicated 
cm their bills of health, &c, 

In order to carry into effect eudi an arrangement fresh legislation would be necessary, 
which would involve considerable delay ; and it would, moreover, bo scarcely feasible to 
lay down special rules for vessels coming to Europe from the East which would not also be 
applicable to the British mercantile marine in all parts of the world. 

As a matter of fact, it is very unusual for r vessel to deviate from the course of 
voyage indicated on her papers, as sudi a proceeding would gcnerallv entail a heavy 
pecuniary loss ; and. with the smgte exception of the ease of tho u Ffilfortv' which formed 
the subject of my note to his Excellency Count Deym of the 17th May last, Hat Mujeaty s 
Government are not aware of any complaints having been made by foreign Powers of 
British ships having proceeded to other ports than those to which their papers showed 
they were destined. Something inort:, therefore, than an isolated case of this nature would 
appear to he necessary before Her Majesty's Government Would fed justified in preposing 
to Pari is ifient IcglBlative measures which would affect tho whole British mercantile marine, 
and the more so when it Lb borne in mind that it is open to every country in the world to 
refuse pratique to vessels in their own territorial waters whose advent may, in their 
judgment, be attended with danger to the public health. 

Her Majesty's Government feel assured that tho Imperial add Royal Government will 
readily recognize the force of this argument, and they trust, therefore, that they will he 
disposed to instruct their Delegate in Egypt Lo refrain from bringing forward the question 
of penalties, to which reference is made m that portion of the inclosure to my note ol the 
27th ultimo comraonciog, Dans le but do pr^tenir*" 

In other respects, as 1 have already had the honour to acquaint his ExcelIcocy Count 
Deym, Her Majesty's Government arc very restdy to accept. In principle tha proposals put 
forward by the Imperial and Royal Government, who will doubtless lake such steps as they 
think proper to make tlieii views known to other Powers represented on the Egyptian Board 
at Alexandria, with the view to obtaining that support which the British Delegate has 
b&en instructed to accord when the proposal is form ally brought forward by tho Auatro- 
Hungarian Delegate in Egypt 

1 may venture, in conclusion, M. Ic Chargd d'A-fl&ircSj to observe that, according to 
advices received, from Her Majesty's Acting Agent atid Consul-General at Cairo, Iter 
Majesty's Government team that the Austrian CcmsuUGefteral hatl instructed his Delegate 
to oppose any proposal which involved taxation ot navigation; but, inasmuch as certain, 
charges of this nature are suggested in the Austro-Hungarian proposal now under 
consideration, it may eventually become necessary to re-establish tho financial equilibrium 
of the Board at Alexandria,

1 HAVE the honour to report that a meeting of the Maritime and Quarantine 
Sanitary Board was held on Tuesday, the Hth instant, to discuss the budget presented by 
the Committee of Finance for they oar l&Jji. 

As you will see bv the projected budget, copy of which l in dose, there is foreseen 
by the Committee of Finance a deficit For tlm ensuing year of £ E. 1,475, and this not¬ 
withstanding the permanent economies which we were able to effect in the Adnduistration 
during the past summer, on which ] reported fully at the time. 

After some discussion the budget was voted as it stood* one I.delegate only—the 
Delegate for Germany—voting against it without giving any reason, probably from 
misunderstanding the instruction* given him. 

Beveral oftho Delegates went into it very fully W demanded full explanations, which 
were satisfactorily given by the President, to enable you to understand the seope of the 
explanations demanded, I shall forward to you a copy of the Minutes of the meeting, when 
prepared* 

The next question on (lie order of the day, after voting the budget, was the means to 
be employed to make up the deficit. The Commission of Economies, named lest summer 
to study "what economies could he effected to meet the then large deficit, divided their 
proposal of economies into two series s— 

L A scries of minor economies, which w ere accepted by the Board. 

2. A series of economies, which were opposed by the Administration and many oi the 
Delegates as likely to create great discontent, and interfere with the working of the 
Service* 

3. To impose the payment of sanitary dues on postal steamera, hitherto exempt, ana 
a tax of Si on each vessel passing the Canal in quarantine. 

The economies, Series 2, were («) suppress the iunctions of the Chisf ^ot tins 
Agency at femalliaj (t) ta suppress the functions of (he Chief Clerk (“Chet Commie ”) at 
Tor; (c) to reduce the salaries of all the employee to the figure before the la at increase 
accorded to them in 1807-88. 

These propositions, nlthough brought forward by the Commission of EeorLomies, were 
in mdily proposition* of the Delegate for Holland, and, as Dr. Antonin, the Acting 
President, waa very much, opposed to them, I waa able, with the assistance of Sir Evelyn 
Baring, to get tho discussion of them postponed till the meeting lor the study of the 
present budget. 

As the feeling of the Administration and the Service was a till very much against them, 

I asked Mr. Portal, Acting Agent anil Consul-General, to represent the matter to the 
Dutch Consul-General, which he did successfully, and although the subject was on thy 
order of tbo day for the meeting, as previously agreed, the Dutch Delegate himself 
proposed that they should be adjourned, without discussion, sme die.

quarantine must be themselves quarantined,

So that the transit of the Canal by infected vessels was a very one-sided proceeding— 
bcin" forbidden from Sue? to Port $tfd—but mode obligatory from Port Said to Sue? by 
special decisions of the Board. I do not say that the IwO cases are identical, but there is 
sufficient similarity to show that the Board considered Egypt better protected by sending 
infected vessels through the Canal towards the East than by keeping to the %lement 
and obliging them to perform rigorous quarantine before entering the Canal. They did 
not consider either that there was danger from Aden, a place as free from cholera ha 
E urope; or if they did consider there was a danger they left Aden to operate for its own 
protection.

Her Majesty's Government hold that British ships must m every 
case bc under the jurisdiction of the Local Government, and that, that Local Government 
alone ia responsible for the- treatment accorded to British .ships, they could not wish to 
iuterefere with any action hy other Powers with regard to their ships, or even, perhaps, 
with regard to united action in Egypt by those rowers respecting ships, British or 
otherwise, bound for ports belonging to those Powers, if Egypt agree thereto. 

It is true that the new Rules provided for by the agreement with Austria gives u* 
practically the freedom we want, but those Regulations iviusl bc passed by the Board, and 
if Great Britain were to allow, as regards British ships, any rcmigimization of the Board 
which would make it quit© independent of Egypt, the Board may at some future time 
either repeal the now Rules, or make others which would render theta nugatory* 

It is quite true that the new Rules might concei vably be made unalterable as regards 
each power, except with the consent of that Power, But this arrangement is not without 
disadvantage ; the new Rules are founded on a theory of quarantine for cholera which Her 
Majesty’a Government have long opposed, grounding their opposition on the practical 
experience of India; it might be unwise to give permaaeut sanction to a theory of prelection 
from disease which we hold not to be founded on fact* .li¬ 

lt must also be remembered ih&t it ia extremely probable that the Board will refuse 
to pass the new Rules; the passage: iu quarantine of sliipR with cholera on board, and the 
free pratique of ships ten days out from infected ports, will certainly be much opposed, 
and conscientiously opposed, by some of the Egyptian members ol the Board. 

It is sometimes urged that the present Board is practically international and 
practically irresponsible, because not under any real control by Egypt* But the fact 
remains that if the Egyptian Delegates were constantly to vole against the wish of the 
Egyptian Government tliE Khodivc could remove them; and the further fact remains, that 
aiTyet British $hi|is m Egypt have never* by any overt act of the British Government, been 
placed theoretically under the control of any Power, or combination of Powers, other than

I was aware that the detention incurred by the “Neater" (and since by the 
" Telem&oh#* ” and ‘‘ Anterior," under the same rircunistLmces) was in accordant* with 
the Regulations of the Sanitary Board. I had hoped, however, 1 hat tho absurdity of 
Begulslens wlii eh impose quarantine on a vessel for a foul bill of health from a port that 
she had left si* weeks before* might be brought home to the Sanitary author! ties by it 
protest from Her Majesty's Representatives.

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The alternative suggested by you, of the vessels: passing through the Canal in quaran¬ 
tine, was duly considered by the agents at Suck, but experience has shown them that, 
serious us is the loss and inconvenience caused by the steamers detention at Suez in 
quarantine* the expense and risk attaching to tho altemativs course are still more serious. 
Ho ,-hip in quarantine can conduct any operations or make any movement in Egyptian 
waters between sunset mid sunrise* A ship once entering the Canal in quarantine can 
never afterwards receive pratique or communicate with Egypt or laud susceptible cargo, 
however long she may remain in Egyptian waters, Should she ground in the Canal, or any 
other accident be foil her* no assistance can be rendered to her. Her coaling at Fort Said 
is carried on under Regu lations which make it a long, difficult* and costly undertaking. 

For these reasons it was considered beet tor the vessels to undergo the detention at 
Suez rather than pass the Canal in quarantine* The Inconvenience find loss* however,, of 
the course adopted remain. If any useful purpose were served by the imposition of 
quarantine under these circumstances, 1 should raise no objection* Since, however* it 
appears to be quite futile, i venture to hope that Her Majesty's Government may uot 
abandon the attempt to induce the Sanitary authorities to alter their system*
